Maybe we can, and maybe we can't, ignore the parking 
' meters in a few weeks. The City Council voted to do away 
| with them and install two-hour parking. They have gotten 
} many complaints about the meters, but already we are getting 
;} complaints about the two-hour parking from folks who liked 

the meters, and others who don’t like either one. Before the 

motion on two-hour parking can become law, it must be 
presented in the form of an ordinance, and that will take some 
time (at least until another Council meeting). 


The much-heralded census forms were mailed last week, and 
most folks got a short or long form. I was lucky and got the 
short form and some folks were even luckier and got nothing! 
About a month ago we got a sample copy of the long form and 
1 was dreading trying to fill out one of those. Now that it is 
over with me, | just feel for those still struggling with the 


biggy. 


The Federal government is talking of cutting back on 
spending. . . the State of Alabama is talking of cutting back on 
spending. . . Elba is still going full blast ahead with disposing 
of tax money. Tuesday night two additional people were 
hired (their time was up on the Federally-funded CETA), and 
the monthly bills submitted to the Council for payment were a 
whopping $18,000! We moaned and groaned when these bills 
totaled $12,000, but now we just brace for next month's total. 
Frankly we are afraid to ask about the total amount being 
spent, and would rather be ignorant of the expenditures that 
are not on the monthly list. 


It is almost Easter and that means the last of the cool weather. 
We follow the old idea of one last cool snap around Easter, 
and then summer weather will prevail. Just as soon as that 
magic time passes, we will cut off the pilot lights in our gas 
heaters and stop those monthly bills. Jimmy Carter would be 
proud of ye ole editor for all the conserving I have done on gas 
and electricity. 


The nutrition program in Elba is presently feeding about 40 
people a day. The cost of continuing this program has been 
questioned by some local citizens, and frankly we join with 
them. Some rough figures indicate that with paying four 
people for eight hours work a day (?) we will spend over 
$24,000 a year. They serve the food that comes here already 
prepared. If we got the forty meals five days a week with no 
holidays .. . that is a total of 10,400 meals a year. Divide this 
into the $24,000 labor cost and we are paying over two dollars 
just to dip each of the forty meals from a container and hand it 
to someone. Add to this the cost of electricity, etc., and the 
city is paying through the nose for benefits to 40 people, and 
it is questionable if the cost is justified to the taxpayers or to 
those eating the Noon meal.

Leaving Eng- 
land, Lafayette makes his 
way secretly back to France. 
More determined than ever 
to go to America (and in 
defiance of his king) Lafay- 
ette raises enough money to 


buy the ship, ‘‘Victoire’’, 
then sets sail across the 
ocean with his crew of 


‘‘outlaws’’ in the cause of 
Freedom. 

In America, the young 
Frenchman offers his ser- 
vices to the Continental 
Congress. The members of 
that Congress, however, 
have some doubts about 
Lafayette, but finally accept 
his offer and assign him to 
George Washington's army. 

Aiding Washington is a 
full-scale battle against the 
British, Lafayette is wound- 
ed, treated at a field hospital, 
and then sent to Mt. Vernon 
to recuperate. By now 
Lafayette shares Washing- 
ton’s great concern over the 
lack of funds to outfit the 
army. 

Washington does well at 
the Battle of Brandywine, 
but the members of Congress 
want to know why he is not 
winning more battles, Ob- 
viously the problems of in- 
adequate arms and supplies 
are overwhelming the Amer- 
icans faster than the British 
are. 

Meanwhile, back in 
France, Benjamin Franklin is 
pleading with the French 
court to support the cause of 


the Revolutionary govern- 
ment. Lafayette, too, urges 
support through his letters 


from the field. At last the 
king is persuaded and de- 
clares he will send help to the 
Americans. The question 
now becomes: Will that help 
arrive in time? 

Washington is preparing 
to meet Cornwallis at York- 
town. He maps his strate- 
gies carefully. The British, 
on the other hand, are 
confident of victory and 
eager to beat the ‘‘rabble.”’ 

But the Americans are 
good fighters, having learn- 
ed ‘guerilla warfare’’ from 
the Indians. They hold their 
ground and word comes of 
the French assistance arriv- 
ing -- just in the nick of time! 

In the end the British 
surrender and Washington 
and Lafayette say their fare- 
wells. 

The students were im- 
pressed with this factual 
account of this incident in 


history. In addition to being 
informative, the movie was 
highly entertaining.

In the next few weeks 
many boaters will be ventur- 
ing on the waters of Alabama 
for the first time after taking 
their boats out of storage 
after a long winter. 

Marine Police Director 
William B. Garner said Tues- 
day that many boaters, in the 
enthusiasm of the first spring 
cruise, overlook some im- 
portant necessities that 
would insure a pleasant 
day's outing. 

First things first: Is your 
. boat currently registered? 
i Boat owners may register 

’ their vessels at the offices of 
the Judges of Probate, the 
License Commissioner's Of- 
fice or directly with the 
Marine Police Division head- 
quarters in Montgomery. 

You must have the proper 
registration papers on board 
and the current year's decal 
must be displayed on both 
sides of the bow of the boat. 

How about personal flota- 
tion devices? Do you have 
one on board for each 
occupant of the boat, and are 
these devices in good con- 
dition? Have you replaced 
any old fuel left over from 
last year? Check your fire 
extinguisher if it’s required. 

Now, let’s check your 
registration certificate again. 
Are all blocks properly filled 
in with the correct informa- 
tion. Remember, carry your 
certificate on board when- 
ever your vessel is in opera- 
tion.

PLANTING DATES 

Dallas Hartzog, our Pea- 
nut Specialist at Headland, 
reports that peanut planting 
seed for this year should be 


of excellent quality. Soils 
need to be 65 degrees F, or 
more, at the 4-inch depth for 
four to five consecutive days 
before planting. 

Research and farm exper- 
ience indicate that there is 
about a 30-day planting date 
range for non-irrigated pea- 
nuts --April 10 through May 
10. So, we still have plenty 
of time to get peanuts 
planted -- if it stops raining. 

Very little corn has been 
planted. Each farmer will 
have to look at his own 
situation and make a de- 
cision, 


BIND 

I do not want the business 
and city people in this county 
and area to think that Coffee 
County farmers have a good 
situation. Coffee County 
farmers are facing the most 
critical year they have faced 
in decades. There is more 
uncertainty than ever before. 

Even with the same pea- 
nut yields as last year, 
growers will make less 
money than they did. Ten to 
twenty percent decrease in 
yields due to bad weather 
could be very damaging. The 
increase in interest rates 
further lowers the potential 
profit situation. Increased 
costs of fuel is another big 
factor. The farmer is also a 
consumer like everyone else 
and his costs are increasing. 
Hog producers aren't making 
expenses. Soybean prices 
are depressed --so, we are in 
a transition era. Time to be 
careful. 


GOOD NEWS 

As cheap as hogs are 
selling, I guess everyone in 
the county should be eating 
center cut ham three times a 
day. But, good, delicious 
pork has not decreased in 
price at the meat counter in

the same proportion. In fact, 
a lot of cuts are high. 

One big user of pork in 
Coffee County told me this 
week that when hog prices go 
down drastically, he notices 
only a slight decrease in the 
price he has to pay. On the 
other hand, he pointed out 
that with only a_ slight 
increase in price to the 
farmer, pork prices from his 
suppliers go up rapidly. 
Folks think the hog producer 
is being taken advantage of. 
He probably is. 

Pork is nutritious and can 
be used in so many ways. 
Why not take advantage of 
low prices that should be 
showing up in the market- 
place right now. 


PRIORITIES 

I hope all of our elected 
officials in Washington will 
read this. A lot of farmers 
tell me that the people who 
plan and fund certain pro- 
grams at the Washington 
level are ten to fifteen years 
behind. They feel this is true 
for a lot of programs and 
especially so in agriculture. 
For example, farmers tell me 
that we should have initiated 
a crash program on energy 
and fuels twenty years ago 
rather than the space pro- 
gram. 

If elected officials re- 
sponsible for appropriating 
funds for agricultural re- 
search, education and farm 
programs, take the good 
things we presently have for 
granted, we will have food 
and fiber shortages on down 
the road. It is time for 
setting priorities at every 
level!!
